Star line as Americans on board the vessel had been saved, It is 
possible that some other Americans boarded the liner as she was 
about to sail.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Under the caption “A Dellberately Un- 
friendly Act,” the New York Tribune Says editorially; 

“In every detail the German attack upon the Arabic fulfills 
President Wilson's definition of arm act ‘deliberately unfriendly’ to 
the United States. 

“Since this is the case only one road remains open to Mr. Wilson, 
there is only one course that he can follow with dignity and with 
honor, . Without delay, further protest, any diplomatic exchange 
whatsoever, the German ambassador in Washington should receive 
his passports, the American ambassador in Berlin should be recalled, 

“It is time to have done with a nation which has repudiated 
every scrap of international law. It is time to haye done with a state 
which has adopted a policy which is alike a challenge to humanity 
and a negotiation of all that civilization means. 

“We do not know whether more American lives have been lost 
or not, But what difference can this make? If the would-be murder- 
er misses, if his bullet goes astray, does society less certainly incar- 
cerate him? It is not the fault of the-German commander that every 
American on the Arabic was not drowned. All that the assassin could 
do was dgne, All that the butcher could do to make the massacre 
complete was done. If chance spared Americans, it was chance alone.

Germany: 

After one year of war Germany 
possesses Belgium, Russian Poland, 
where her immense armies are bat- 


tling mightily, is nearly within her 
|grasp, and she occupies a part of 
some of the richest provinces in 


northeastern France, where for many 
months since her retreat from the 
Marne she has carried on trench war- 
fare, chiefly defensive. These are her 
spoils, the twelvemonth achievements 
of the vast military forces she has for 
forty years been training for the con- 
quest of Europe. 

Germany has lost. three million 
men, approximately five per cent of 
her population, She has lost her 
island colonies in the Pacific, her 
West African possessions, her forti- 
fied outpost of Kiao-Chau — more 
than a million square miles of Ger- 
man territory and more than ten mil- 
lion people who acknowledged the 
German rule, She has been driven 
from the seas, The ships of her 
great merchant fleet have been de- 
stroyed or have sought refuge in her 
home waters or in neutral ports, Her 
foreign trade has been annihilated 
save from some precarious exchanges 
through the Baltic sea and the little 
traffic she carries on furtively across 
the territory of neutral neighbors, Of 
her great and costly nayy only sub- 
marines are at large and active—all 
the rest has either been sent\to the 
bottom by her enemies or because of 
fear of the enemy lies concealed at 
Wilhelmshafen or Kiel. And her sub- 
marine boats gain for her no military 
advantage; they merely harass the 
enemy without diminishing his fight- 
ing power. 

These are Germany's material loss- 
es. For a great nation they are: tri- 
fling; a few peaceful, recuperating 
years would make them good. What 
we may call her moral loss is incom- 
parably greater, It is beyond — all 
measurement and irretrievable. The 
Germany of the  Hohenzollerr. Is 
damned forever. A_ thousand years 
from now the awful story of violated 
Belgium will be read by school cbil- 
dren in: their history books as. the 
children today read of Hun and Sar- 
acen. A little more than a year ago 
Germany was on terms of real [riend- 
ship with all nations savg for one or. 
two that harbored resentment. for 
past, or suspicious of sures, { - 
sions, Germany was pected and 
admired for her marvelously swift 
advances in science, in industy and 
in commerce, She held a secure. place 
among the foremost. Now not one 
nation on earth has a friendly ling 
for herf with the exception only of 
Austria and Turkey, two powers of 
such mean estate that for half a cver- 
tury no country has been so poor as 


to do them reverence; Turkey, the 
land of the unspeakable, which would 
have been effaced years ago but for 
the miserable immoralities of the 
European. concert, and Austria, long 
stagnant and decaying. under: the rule 
of a monarch as narrow, as solfish, 
and as stupid as George the Third, 
These are Germany's allies, her 
friends, all she has left. * 

The admiration and respect Ger- 
many had won for herself have given 
way to abhorrence, to a great fear 
and a stern resolve, as men have tar- 
dily comprehended her monstrous de- 
signs against the world's peace and 
freedom and have witnesseti the un- 
believable savagery of the methods 
by which she seeks to gain her ends. 
But most of all men have been ap- 
palled by the extent and the com- 
pleteness of her preparations for war, 
History has no precedent for it, nor 
any such tale of millions of people 
under a rule that directed their en- 
ergy in the planned way to make 
them more efficient for putenary. It 
is a spectacle to marvel at, but a 
standing menace to near and dread- 
ful to be put up with. Germany un- 
conquered, Germany not brought to 
her senses, threatens the peace and 
security of all the nations of the 
world. So her neighbor nations have 
resolved to conquer her, to put jt out 
of her power ever again to cause 
blood to flow in rivers as it has fluw- 
ed during this yeat of war. 


They are 
going to conquer. Germany ahd _prt 
her mad-rulors under such <restraint 
that het people Will-haye the oppor- 
tunity they have never been able to 
conquer for themselves :to put Ger- 
many under the rule of réason.

“It shows us that the Ger:man peo- 
ple is stricken with a malady which 
in the end may prove fatal; and this 
malady is jingoism. Thus one naines 
a diseased nationalism, which sees 
neither virtue nor courage in any na- 
tion but its own, and which has only 
insults and suspicion for othérs." 


The kaiser’s decrees may keep the 
printed page from ‘the sight of the 
people; the too audiblo voice it may 
still behind prison bars, but ail the 
Hohenzollern power cannot shut out 
the thoughts that are finding lodg- 
ment in the minds of the people; it 
cannot long veil from their eyes the 
great national disaster that awaits 
them. Germans at home are now 
thinking and saying what German- 
Americans here should have thought 
and said many months ago—it is one 
of the greatest marvels of all history 
that they did not. They came here to 
find freedom and they doggedly cling 
to the monstrous anachronism of a 
dynastic tyranny, of a ruling class 
demanding of the people their lives, 
their all, for its own ends and adyan- 
tages. . The fathers of some of our 
citizens of that race came here from
